As it now stands, the Hobbs bill,

the Senate, provides for special 
“places of detention” or concentra- 
tion camps for non-citizens who for 
one reas-n or another cannot be de- 
ported to the countries of their 
origin. 


European countries no longer exist. 
In others it is caused by the re- 
fusal of some nations to accept per- 
sons crdered deported by the 
United States. 

Department of Justice officials are 
understood to have recommended to 
Hobbs that it would make the bill 
a little more palatable if these non- 
citizens were kept in established 
penal institutions rather than in 
special concentration camps. 

Another proposal which Depart- 
ment representatives are understood 
to have made to the poll-tax states- 
man is that non-citizens who can- 
not be deported be divided into two 
general categories: those who are 
considered detrimental to “national 
defense” and those who are not. 

Persons who fit into 
group would, according to the ad- 
ministration proposal. be jailed at 
once. Many progressives and Com- 
munists might on the basis of ad- 
ministration definitions be included 
in this category. 

Other non-citizens who cannot be 
deported would be placed on parole 
and required to report regularly. to 
police officials. If these non-citizens 
fell into disfavor with officials they, 
too, could be jailed.

Lurid Press Tales Portray 
The Union of Eunuchs As 
Latest Fifth-Column Menace

by! THE American labor movement no attempts,have ever 

been made, so far as my researches show, to organize 
the eunuchs into a labor union. There must be eunuchs 
living in our country, but they have never tried to be 
conspicuous. No American eunuch has ever employed a 
press agent, or lobbied for his rights in Congress, or 
otherwise thrust himself into the public view. If any- 
thing, they must make mighty efforts to remain obscure. 
The condition is popularly regarded as a calamity, and 
not as a trade, in this country. No, I have never met 
anyone who has even known anyone else who would admit 
to being a eunuch. 


Furthermore, if there were eunuchs in any number, what would 


rootiess and sterile quality one would be 
eunuch at thought. But all this is much too undefined, it is a quality 
of mind, rather than a sharply limited trade or profession. 

The nearest we have gotten to a union of eunuchs in America hes 
been the famous company union. 

Of course, all this is different from the situathat ar Turkey, where 
one does not néed to suspect, pity, guess or accuse. There one finds real 
eunuchs, and they have had for centuries a definite function in the 
social scheme. Now they are technologically unemployed, and so des- 
perate that they are creating a political problem for the government. 

A recent report tells us that a very delicate and acute situation 
has arisen in Turkey through the rejection of the appeal of the Bunuchs’ 
Union for exemption from the new and heavy tax on bachelors. They 
admit to being bachelors but claim that their bachelorhood is an in- 

condition. 

But the Minister of Pinance, and the Turkish courts have ruled 
otherwise. The eunuchg are now appealing to the Supreme Council of 
the Mohammedan religious community. If they are sustalned here, 
the issue may fan a serious controversy of church versus state. In a 
troubled period such as the present, this may affect Turkey's status in 
the war. 

“These unfortunate creatures, the eunuchs, have as a rule a sullen, 
brooding temper and are prone to seek underhanded revenge,” says the 
lurid pulp-writer engaged by Hearst to report on the international 
situation—another of the “foreign experts” of the American press. “No 
class of people are better fitted to conduct treacherous Fifth Column 
activities. Their experience in the harems taught them every phase of 
intrigue, and they are not troubled by scruples. It is quite certain that 
if they are not appeased. they are likely to do all in their power to 
bring abbut a complete change of government. Indeed, many of them 
have already engaged in such activities.” 

That sounds like another terrible threat to democracy, and J. Edgar 
Hoover ought surely be loaned to the Turks, to aid the British agents 
who doubtless are already counter-intriguing against this latest and 
most original of all the Fifth Columns. 

These detectives are expirenced in such phony activity, after their 
wonderful campaigns against labor organizers, anti-fascist refugees, 
Jeohvah’s Witnesses, Communists, and everyone else but the agents of 
Hitler and Mussolini. 

Never in my boyhood dreams of the career of journalism did I ever 


‘magine I would find myself in the position of speaking up for the 


rights of eunuchs. But the word has to be spoken, and from across the 
Atlantic, as one who has never met a real eunuch or travelled in Tur- 
key, I am bold enough to say that the Hearst man is bringing the same 
‘phony charge of Fifth Columnist against these’ poor eunuchs as is 
being smeared on many an American who annoys the duPonts. 

The eunuchs have a legitimate economic grievance, I believe. They 
are victims of the social tragedy that prevails wherever humanity is 
divided into rich and poor. For centuries the Sultans and their pashas 
and princes and other noblemen castrated young boys bought from 
poverty-stricken parents, or even levied from them by force. Slaves 
captured in war were also castrated. Polygamy prevailedr women were 
also slaves, and a lord’s grandeur was judged by the size of his harem. 
| The eunuchs were employed as the guardians of these harems. 

But the Turkish national revoiution abolished polygamy, and the 

eunuchs suddenly found themselves cast out into a harsh world where 

| their jobs were gone. Now, as a final foul blow, a heavy tax is laid 

upon them. They are accused of being bachelors. It is like the poll 

tax in the south. A man is kept in utter economic slavery, ond then 
is penalized for being such a victim. 

The Eunuch's Union is not a Fifth Column, anymore than the mu- 
nitions workers’ unions or auto and steel unions in this country. Its 
demand that the ironical bachelor tax be lifted from them seems only 

justice. Furthermore, their technological unemployment is, as they 
say, not their own fault. It is a duty of society to care for those whose 
occupations are eliminated by society’s advance. The Eunuch’s Union 
does not ask for charity however. They merely ask for preference in 
light public employment, like washing babies in public institutions, and 
picking bugs off flowers in the parks, and so forth. 

The Union numbers many thousands. Many of them were forced 
into their vdécation while little boys, and are still comparatively young. 
Their number has been increased by an influx from the Mohammedan 
areas of Russia, where, the reporter says, “they did not like Bolshevism.” 
As “refugees from the Soviets,” like Eugene Lyons, General Semenov, 
Isaac Don Levine and other orthodox Mohammedans, they may long 
for the return of the kindly Czar and may have written lurid anti- 
Communist fiction. But now they are on strike. And their demands 
are quite just. I appeal to the embattled beauties of the Junior League, 
who get their pretty pictures in so many papers for the various Charity 
Balls they run, and the good causes they fight for in Europe, to do 
something about this—knit some socks for the eunuchs, at least. They 
must need socks, too.
